lemons, and other citrus fruits. 

Replies have been received from the Con- 
suls at Messina, Palermo, and Catania, all 


in Italy. Consul Caughy at Messina writes: 


the 10th of August that he is informed by | 
both shippers and farmers that the orange and 
lemon crop of that region will this year be 
superior in quality and less in quantity than 
— year,. the falling off being due to the 
rosts. t 

The first shipment of lemons will be made 
about the Sth of October, two weeks earlier 
than usual. He says also that the mandarin, 
bitter orange, citron crops are well ad- 
vanced and will exceed last year’s product. 
There will be a falling off in the bergamot 
crop. 

Consul Seymour at Palermo finde nothing 
exceptional concerning the crop, and says the 
prospects are that it will be found sufficient 
to meet the demands upon it. 

The orange crop at Catania, according to 
Consul Bruhl, has been somewhat damaged 
by the weather both of last winter and the. 
last summer, and will not exceed 500,000 
boxes. From October last to July there were 


shipped from these three places to the United 


States and Canada 801,575 boxes of oraages 
and 1,910,971 boxes of lemons.

Capture of Some Women. 

The American House was raided by De- 
tective Charles Stanlgy and half a dozen of 
his men.

‘decided to go out driving. So the young 


woman who was tending bar explained to 
the officers. There were two other women 
in the barroom. They were sewing. They 
said they were boarders and their husbands. 
were away from home. There was a young 
man who seemed to be a porter, who was a 
little disposed to make a disturbance, but 
was speedily quieted by one of the officers. 
The women in the place were told they were 
under arrest and ordered tothetrain.

Guarded Against Violence. 

As the train neared the city McCarthy was 
taken into the baggage car by Deputies: Rob- 
ert Carter and C. N. King. These, with a 
reporter for THE TRIBUNE, were then 
locked in, and several deputies were sta- 
tioned outside to arrest any possible attempt 
on the part of McCarthy’s friends to rescue 
him. The Mayor pulled out another cigar, 
smoked it vigorously, and said he was anx- 
ious to return to Lemont by 9 o’clock, as he 
had some important business to attend to. 

Can't you arrange it so I can get home to- 
night?” he inquired anxiously. 

No, I don't see how you ¢an, Mayor Mo- 
Carthy, as it is after 8 now.” 

Can't you take me before a Justice of the 
Peace?

When the train had slowed up at Twenty- 
third street and Archer avenue the Mayor 
was asked whether he wanted to spend the 
night in jail or at some hotel. 

“O, at a hotel, of course; but I wish I 
could see my bondsmen. Won't you gentle- 
men go with me in a carriage to see them? 
I’ll pay for the carriage. I also want to get 
some money of them, as $2 is all I have with 
me. You see, I came away in a hurry.“ 


Goes to the Saratoga. 

But Detective Stanley said he would attend 
to the bondsmen. For a few minutes Mayor 
MeCarthy and escorts stood looking at a 
loadful of Lemont women which was about 
to leave the station. The Mayor looked 
around suddenly as some one shouted out: 
Is Sarah Bernhardt in there?“ to the group 
of dark figures which awaited anxiously in 
the bus. After walking east a few blocks the 
Mayor’s party concluded it would not wait 
for a cab and took the State street cable. 
The Mayor was then told he would pass the 
night at the Saratoga Hotel. The party 
alighted at Monroe and State streets an: 
walked unobserved to the hotel. The names 
placed on the register were: “Al Smith, 
Homer Winston, and J. O. Smith, Rhode 
Island.“ The party then secured room No. 
503, containing two beds, and after washing 
up ordered dinner at the Saratoga. 

Meanwhile the Mayor wrote a telegram to 
his wife at Lemont, saying he would return 
this afternoon. He also sent a note to his 
Lemont bondsmen, M. C. New, D. B. Mur- 
phy, and Edwin Walker, with instructions 
when and where to meet him in the morning. 
The Mayor then ate a hearty dinner, saying 
he had not eaten so much formonths. After 
dinner he inquired for the evening papers, 
whié¢h were mer iy for him, and he was 
taken to Room , where Deputies Carter 
and King watched him all night. 


“sMOKY ROW” IS RAIDED AT LAST. 


Toughest Street in America Cleaned Out 
Like a Sheep Pen. 


Mayor McCarthy having been safely 
locked up and put out of harm’s way a gen- 
eral raid on Smoky row“ was made, De- 
tective Stanley up to this time had kept his 
forty men out of sight in one of the cars of 
the special train, the blinds of which were 
drawn down and the doors locked to pre- 
vent inquisitive spies from getting an esti- 
mate of the force. The hangers-on about 
the depot and on Smoky row had seen only 
two officers and a squad of reporters for 
Tun TRIBUNE alight from the train, and 
they naturally, supposed there was no one 
else aboard. When McCarthy was brought 
down and placed in one of the cars they were 
still ignorant of the real mission of the vis- 
itors, but their eyes were opened five min- 
utes later when Detective Stanley unloaded 
his forty Officers, each armed with a for- 
midable looking club, and ranged them into 
two divisions. One of these bodies, in charge 
of Detective Carter, was sent to raid Smoky

The inmates of the “King of Hearts“ also 
availed themselves of the City Marshal’s 
tip, and the house was closed inside of ten 
minutes. 

Through some oversight in the arrange- 
ments the “Big Casino“ dance hall, gambling 
house, and dive was not raided as soon as 
the officers disposed of the Standard Thea- 
ter inmates. It had been planned for the 
same gang of men to do the work immediate- 
ly after finishing with the Standard Theater. 
It was a case of oversight on the part of the 


man who held the necessary warrants in his 


pocket. In his excitement he failed to report 
to his superior officer, and it was not until 
just before the train was ready to start back 
to Chicago that some one remembered that 
the Big Casino,“ one of the most notorious 
resorts in town, had been entirely over- 
looked. A big squad of men was hastily 
athered and a start made for the saloon, 
which was nearly half a mile from the train. 
When they arrived there they found the 
place deserted and locked up. The blinas 
were down and the wife of the proprietor, 
who was finally discovered in a darkened 
room up-stairs, said that the place had been 
closed up two days. This was not the fact, 
however. Ten minutes before the offiéers 
arrived a dozen women inmates of the place 
were hastily bundled into a carriage fur- 
nished by a livery stable two doors away and 
driven into the country. The proprietor and 
a number of tin-horn gamblers that make 
the place their home had also disappeared. 
Done by Paul Revere.“ 

All this was due to the kind offices of 
Chief of Police Frieliekowski. It was one 
of the first places he visited after his chase 
through Smoky Row, his wild run down 
the street to the American House and across 


| the tracks past the Standard Theater. When 


he reached the Standard Theater the offi- 
cers were already in charge of the place. 
Seeing this, he ran on to the Big Casino 
and spread the alarm, as he had done in 
all the other dives he passed on the way. 
When the squad of men arrived, a half hour 
after the Chief of Police, the blinds were 
drawn and the door locked for the first time 
since the wife of the proprietor shot one 
of the women inmates and attempted to 
kill Yer husband in a fit of jealousy nearly 
a year ago. The house has been running 
night and day since then. The officers 
found a faro table and other gambling para- 
phernalia, but that wasall.

McCarthy passed on, and the stranger 
smiled ina way that showed he had little sym- 
pathy for the Mayor. His tune changed a 
moment later when one of the officers found 
out from McCarthy that the man was 12d 
Bohn, proprietor of the Theater Comique 
and the Standard Theater, two of the tough- 
est divesin Lemont. The officer had no war- 
rant for Bohn, but he knew some one in the 
party had, and so he chased after the man 
and put him under arrest. Bohn weakenad 
at once, and with well simulated sorrow 
begged to be released, because his wife, whio 
was very low with consumption, was to be 
sent to California on the night train, and he 
wanted to be there to see her off. He made 
the same plea to prevent a raid on the Thea- 
ter Comique, in the upper part.of which his 


family occupy apartments. Bohn has the 


reputation of being one of the hardest men 
in Lemont, but there were tears in his eyes 
when he begged for his release on parole and 
that his wife might be spared the excitement 
of a raid. Detective Stanley, on the advice 
of those who had engineered the expedition, 
released Bohn on the promise that he would 
appear in Justice Martin’s court today to 
answer to the warrant. |

Another 
of Lemont’s sworn officers, Pol n No. 
, who bashfully declined to disclose his 
name,fraternized with the women under ar- 
rest and deeply sympathized with them in 
their temporary affliction. 

Then the officers commenced to collect the 
names, or alleged names, of this interesting 
group of femininity. An old hag of some 
fifty summers blushed beneath her paint 
and said that she was known as Sarah Bern- 
hardt. The next was more plebeian and ad- 
mitted that Sarah Brown was good enough 


for her. The remainder gave the names of 
Grace Wood, Minnie Oliver, Lillie Smith, 
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The creatures were arrayed in fantastic 
dresses which fairly outshown Joseph’s cel- 
ebrated coat in multi-colored hues, and some 
slight delay occurred in persuading them to 
dress themselves in decent costumes for the 
streets. 

Deep and loud were the curses they uttered 
against their revered protector, Mayor Mc- 
Carthy. In their eyes he had been all-pow- 
erful to protect them from arrest.

DISKREPUTABLES RELWASED ON BONDS, 


Saloonkeepers and Smoky Row Hangers-on 
Appear in the Court. 


When the special train with its load of 
disreputables stopped on aq switch at Twenty- 
third street and Armour avenue three "buses 
were waiting to convey the prisoners to 
Justice Martin's court, No. 128 Clark street. 
They were at once arraigned before the Jus- 
tice, and within a few minutes the court- 
room was packed with spectators. Among 
them were many saloonkeepers and other 
friends of Mayor.McCarthy from Lemont. 
They came on the evening train prepared to 
sign his bond, and evidently made the mis- 
take of thinkimg he would be taken before 
Justice Martin, as were the other prisoners. 
Ald. Fishbech was much in evidence. He 
etrutted about the court-room and pro- 
claimed in a loud yoice he was worth $100,000 
and was willing to sign all the bonds pre- 
sented to him. 

Attorney Henry M. Coburn was also there 
to defend Mayor McCarthy. He, too, was 
much disappointed when the Mayor failed 
to arrive. He told Justice Martin that he 
represented some of the prisoners and was 
willing to represent them all. As soonashe 
could make himself heard he made an argu- 
ment based on a decision of Judge Moran 
made in the Appellate Court and then fol- 
lowed it with a motion that all the prisoners 
be discharged because the Justice had no 
jurisdiction in & quasi-criminal proceeding, 
they being brought into court after 4 o'clock. 
Justice Martin overruled this motion and cut 
further argument short by announcing the 
bonds for the keepers would be $500 and for 
the inmates $300. He also stated that in case 
of the prisoners furnishing bonds the cases 
would be continued until Wednesday of next 
week at 10 a. m. sharp. 


and bonds furnished for each of the prison- 
ers. Attorney Rosenthal appeared on be- 
half of the State, and several settos between 
him and Mr. Coburn took place. Finally the 
proceedings got down to business and were 
speedily. disposed of. Henry Boyle, proprie- 
tor of The Silver Dollar,“ signed bonds for 
the nine women inmates of the Standard 
Theater and four others who were picked up 
promiscuously on Smoky Row. Boyle raised 
a considerable laugh in court through his 
evident ignorance of the English language. 
When asked by the Judge if he could schedule 


a sufficient amount of property to make 


him an acceptable bondsman he replied that 
he owned $5,000 worth of real estate on 
Smoky Row. 

Is there any incumbrance on the proper- 
ty?” asked Justice Martin. 

“Well, there's a house on it,“ said Boyle 
doubtfully, and then the clerk explained 
that it did not mean that sort of an incum- 
brance, but referred to mortgages and judg- 
ments. 

Boyle again answered doubtfully, but Ald. 
Fishbech came to the rescue and said that 
he would see that the bond was all right, 
and Boyle’s name was finally accepted. 
Boyle’s case was then called and Ald. Fish- 
bech signed his bond for $500 and Mr. Boyle 
retired perspiring freely. 

William Burkhardt, the proprietor of the 
American House, was then called. Ald, 
Fishbech also signed his bond, and William 
O'Neill, who told the Justice that he owned 
many thousand dollars’ worth of real estate 
in Lemont, went on Henry Sizzer’s bond for

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SIR CHARLES RIVERS WILSON TALKS 
OF THE GRAND TRUNK. 


President of This Great Canadian System 
Is in Chicago with a Party of Officials 
Looking Over His Road and Seeing 


He Declares Himself in Favor of Ran- 
road Combination and the Formation 


of Pools. 

A slightly-built, medium-sized, middle- 
aged, brown-eyed man, who appears to con- 
ceal great energy beneath an exterior which 
suggests a fine indifference to care or worry, 
entered the lobby of the Auditorium Annex 
last evening at 5 o’clock accompanied by a 
party of distinguished looking men. The 
man was Sir Charles Rivers Wilson, the new 
President of the Grand Trunk railway of 
Canada. The distinguished looking party 
with him were Joseph Price, Vice-President, 
and G. Allen and C. Smithers, directors of 
the Grand Trunk railway; L. J. Seargeant, 
General Manager of the Grand Trunk, and 
President of the Chicago and Grand Trunk, 
Henry Appenheim of London, a personal 
friend of Sir C. Rivers Wilson; J. W. Spicer, 
General Manager of the Chicago and Grand 
Trunk; and George B. Reeves, General Traf- 
fic Manager of the Chicago and Gragd 
Trunk. Mr. Smithers was accompanied by 
his wife and son. Conjointly with Sir C. 
Rivers Wilson, Mr. Smithers and Mr. Allen, 
members of the directorate, and Joseph 
Price, the new Vice-President, are engaged 
in the work of investigation and examina- 
tion of the whole Grand Trunk system with 
the view to the formulation of a policy 
which shall place the Grand Trunk upon a 
more remunerative and stable basis. 

‘The party started from New York on its 
tour of inspection about three weeks ago 
and went to Boston, thence to Portland, 
Quebec, and Montreal. After fully inspect- 
ing the company’s affairs at Montreal the 
party embarked for Toronto; thence to Port 
Huron and Chicago. The party will remain 
in this city a day or two and then start ona 
trip over the Detroit, Grand Haven and Mil- 
waukee road and its Michigan connections 
back to Canada. Sir C. Rivers will remain 
in this country until Sept. 20, when he will 
start on his return trip to Europe. 

Sir C. Rivers declared himself in favor 
of railroad combinations and the formation 
of pools under government supervision. 


ican roads, need, he said, is earnings and 
dividends, These cannot be secured unless 
rates are maintained. 

Combinations or pools,” he said, will 
secure the maintenance of rates. I attended 
the New York Presidents’ meeting in New 
York a month ago and was highly pleased 
to find they all expressed the sentiment that 
something had to be done to secure the 
maintenance of reasonable rates. I think 
these men were earnest in their desire to 
secure a better maintenancé of rates than 


Europe, when I hope some decisive action 
will be taken. I shall also try to meet some 
of the Western railroad managers in this 
city and urge upon them the necessity of 
harmonious action.“ 

“By speaking of dividends you do not mean 
to say that the rates ought to be made high 
enough to earn sufficient money on the 
enormously watered stock of some of the 
roads? 

“O, no, I do not mean that. I know that 
some roads can never earn enough to pay a 
fair dividend on all their stock. What I 
mean is to pay a dividend on a reasonable 
amount of stock.“ 

As regards the condition of the Grand 
Trunk Sir Charles said he found it in a sur- 
prisingly good physical condition and it re- 
flected great credit upon General Manager 
Seargeant to have kept the road in such a 
condition, considering the demoraHzation in 
rates and the poor earnings during the last 
two years. The lines in Canada, however, 
were in better condition than those in Mich- 
igan, but with the improvement in business 
and earnings the latter would be placed in 
A No. 1 condition. ‘ 

Sir Charles admitted there was no g 
reason for the claim that a mistake had been 
made in acquiring a Chicago outlet from 
Sarnia and other lines in the United States. 
Chicago, he said, is the goal which all roads 
are trying to reach. It is the great business 
center of the United States, and there can 
be no doubt that with an independent ter- 
minus in Chicago the Grand Trunk is much 
better off than it would be without it. 

Vice-President Price, who is an experi- 
enced railroad manager, said there was no 
intention of reorganizing the Grand Trunk 
system. Reorganization really meant liqui- 
dation and there was no need of such thing. 
The Grand Trunk is financially sound.

RECEIVER PAYNE TO GIVE UP THE LINE. 


Milwaukee's Street Railway Soon to Be in 
Hands of the Owners. 
Milwaukee, Wis,, Sept. 6.—{Special. |~—The 

reveivership of the Milwaukee Street railway 

company will terminate within sixty days. 
This statement was made by Receiver 


Henry C. Payne this afternoon and may be 


regarded as absolutely reliable, 

The road was put into receiver's hands May 
20, At that time it was said by Mr. Payne 
that the receivership would be short lived and 


he has kept his word. 

When he made the admission that the re- 
ceivership was about to terminate he was talk- 
ing about the improved condition of the road, 
He paid: 

“During the last three months the in- 
crease in the business of the road has been 
something enormous, especially on the lines to 
the public parks. This increase is attributable 
to the general improvement in business condi- 
tions and to the improvement and attractions at 
the public parks. During the receivership we 
have expended $80,000 in improving and ex- 
tending the road. ey Sewers poe the outlay 
the road is ip financial condition and is 
making money. This is the first time that Mr. 
Payne has ever admitted has made 
money. 

Mt. Payve did not say anything about the 
basis on which the road shall be reorganized, 
but from another source itis learned that the 
bonded indebtedness of the road, which 
amounts to 612.683.000, of which there is out- 
standing 611.681.000. will be scaled down about 
one-third or to about 68.000.000. It is claimed 
that the road can be made to pay a fair dividend 
on this amount, : 

At the time the road was placed in the re 
ceivers’ hands one of the causes assigned for the 
necessity of the move was the hostility of the Com- 
mon Council to the interests of the street railway 
company. The company claimed that proposed

is the first street west of Rockwell, has been 
occupiei as private property for the last five 
or six years. 

The trespasser is John Purcell, who carries 
on a large wood and coal business at West 
Twelfth street and Talman avenue, ana whose 
father, ex-Ald. Thomas Purcell, owns most of 
the land on both sides of Washburn avenue in 
this vitinity. For several re, not only his 
land, but the intervening avenue, have all 
been devoted to a wood and coal yard. Not 
on were wood and coal piled up on the 
street, but an intricate system of railroad 
switches was laid in the yards connected 
with the Panhaadle Northwestera rail- 
road tracks on Rockwell street. One of the 
branches ran straight west on Washburn ave- 
nue, another turned off to the north and ran 
alongside Purceil’s coalshed, and two others 
ran due north alongside a small elevator at 
West Twelfth and Rockwell streets, owned by 
Owen & Austin. Between the coal yard and 
the elevator is a emall property owned by 
Mrs. Mary Ann Hill. 

Both Mrs. Hill and Owen & Austin have 
been dissatisfied for a long time at the 
appropriation of Washturn avenue Oy Pur- 
cell, and a month or two ago Mrs. Hil 
termined to do something about it. She com- 
plained to Commissioner Kent and he lost 
no time in notitying Purcell that he must 
vacate the street or else it would be opened at 
his expense. But Purcell thought com- 
plaint would blow over and paid no attention 
to the Commissioner’s notice. The result 
was that Mrs. Hill stirred up the Com- 
missioner again, and last Thursday morning 
a force of thirty-five men from the Street De- 
partment under H. C. Wagner made a descent 
on the premise: with wagons, dxes, and picks 
to reopen the street. 

As Mr. Wagner did not explain his movement 
satisfactorily Purcell called for the police, 
and two patrol wagons full responded. Butas 
soon as they saw how matters stood they re- 
fused, of course, to interfere, and Mr. Wagner 
began his work. Along train of empty bor 
cars stood on the switch on Washburn ave- 
nue, and the first move was to push them 
back one by one on the Pan-Handle tracks, 
But Foreman Ainsworth of the Pan-Handle 
road resented this, and in a few moments sent 
an engine which ran the cars back into Wasb- 
burn avenue. As they were running in, how. 
ever, one of the city hands threw a switch and 
derailed the middle car of the train, and this 
stopped the whole train. The city forces 
then sent a riot call to the Thirteenth Street 
Station, and police re.urned in greater 
force than ever. But there was no one to 


ht. 

“The work of heaving Purcell’s wood and 
coal out of the avenue then went forward 
peaceably for the remainder of the day, and 
was resumed yesterday morning, when two 
or three policemen were thought enough to 
preserve the peace, The city gang tore up 
the switch-tracks, and demolis a large 
woodshed which Purcell had built next to 
Rockwell street. By night not much re- 
mained to be done, and it will all be finished 
this morning. 

John Purcell admitted he had appropriated 
the avenue, but justified it on the ground 
that it was of no use to any one else, and that 
it could not de extendea beyond Rockwell 
street anyway, as the Standard Brewery stood 
right in the way. He admitted he had re- 
ceived and neglected Commissioner Kent’s 
notice. He was in a dejected state of mind, 
a the ejection would utterly ruin his 
business.

KEIR HARDIE TALKS OF HIS CLOTHES 


Explains About His Famous Cap and a 
Certain Pair of Trousers. 

Keir Hardié addressed a large and enthusi- 
astic meeting of the Socialist Labor party last 
night at the West Twelfth Street Turner 
Hall. He said the main criticism thé news. 
papers of this country had made on him was 
that he had said nothing they could find fault 
with. He and his companion were not pos- 
ing as statesmen and philosophers, but were 
only rough and tumble agitators. Their ob- 
ject was to stir up a divine discontent among 
labormg men with existing conditions. 

Speaking of his cap, he said it had never oc- 
curred to him to change his dress or his opin- 
ions to please the House of Commons. He 
had never tried to wear a tall hat ex- 
cept the night he was named,and he made 
such a failure of it then he never tried 
it again. He once bought a new pair of 
trousers, and any one of the telegrams sent 
out about it cost enough to keep him in 
trousers fora year. Thus things were com- 
mented on to injure him, but they had the 
opposite effect. He said he had been accused 
of frantically waving the Stars and Stripes, 
and he confessed he had great respect for the 
American flag. | 

He was amazed to read as he was coming to 
Chicago that the Mayor had forbidden any 
one to march with the red flag. The English, 
he knew, were a poor spirited people to sub- 
mit to royalty, but he had never heard in 
Eugland that a man could not march under 
any flag he pieased. He deprecated, however, 
the confusion of socialism with anarchism, as 
they were not only se te, but antagonistic 
systems. In England men who were high in 
the temple of fame were free to admit they 
eould see no outcome to the present state of 
the world except socialism. But it was his 
opinion that there was more socialism among 
the well-to-do classes in this country than in 
Great Britain.

gine room they alleged to have the pump, 
connected with a four-inch pipe, that drew 
water from the Justine street six-inch main. 
This pipe, they said, furnished the water 
pumped through a two-inch meter into a 
two-inch pipe that supplied their house with 
all the lake water used. Another pipe, they 
alleged, was conhected to the engine. This 
pipe was supposed to be a six-inch one. 
They asserted it was a private pipe run- 
ning to an artesian well cistern located on 
the Swift Packing company’s plant. 

First Supt. Porter made an investigation 
of the Swift cistern. He could find no evi- 
dence in it of a six-inch pipe connected with 
Darling’s house. : 

The floor in the engine room around the 
pump was torn up and an excavation made. 
Then the audacity of the steal was brought 
to Hght. Only one water supply pipe run- 
ning to the pump was found. That was a 
six-inch pipe running from the six-inch main 
in Justine street. 

Where the Pipe Went. 

This six-inch pipe also supplied the fire 
plug outside the engine-room door. Before 
reaching the pump the pipe tapered off to 
four inches. From the pump two pipes run 
to the pipe supplying Darling & Co.’s two 
houses. One of these is a two-inch pipe to 
which a meter is attached. The other isa 
four-inch pipe tapering as it meets the two- 
inch supply pipe for the house. 

Beth pipes are supplied with shut-off 


“valves. When it was desired to pump a 


little water through the two-inch metered 
pipe the four-inch valve was closed and the 
number of gallons pumped was registered 
and the city collected for it. When some 
water stealing was indulged in the metered 
pipe valve was closed, the four-inch meterless 
pipe valve was opened, and lake water was 
pumped into the building and not a gallon of 
it was registered or paid for. 

Supt. Porter suspects the pumps in the en- 
gine-room of Swift's oleo factory, a short 
distance north of Darling’s engine-room on 
Justine street, are using smuggled water. 
Of that he is not sure yet, but the clew will 
be followed up. He has been unable to find 
a meter connected with the pump. There 
are indications the supply of water is com- 
ing from Justine street, or it may come from 
the supposedly dead eight-inch main un- 
earthed in Forty-second street and running 
through the west wall of the oleo house in 
the alley. 

Manager Is Surprised. 

Manager Alling of Darling & Co. professed 
great surprise when it was made apparent to 
him that the alleged six-inch pipe was a 
plain case of water stealing. He admitted 
it was so, but asserted his company was all 
along ignorant of wrong doing. He con- 
tended they had every reason to believe here- 
tofore that when the valve was open in the 
six-inch pipe they were drawing the water 
from an artesian well cistern in Swift & Co.'s 
plant. He did not explain why the difference 
between artesian well water and lake water 
was never observed. 

G. F. Swift was seen after the discovery of 
the steal.“ He could not understand how 
Darling & Co. could go on the supposition 
that they were pumping water from an ar- 
tesian well cistern on the Swift Packing com- 
pany’s grounds. Nocontract had been made 
with Darling & Co. for water. Swift & Co., 
he said, were buyers of water and not sell- 
ers; their artesian wells did not meet their 
own wants, much less to justify contracting 
for the sale of the water from them. 

Eight excavations were made yesterday by 
the city diggers. Another hole was dug in 
the alley between the Darling houses in the 
effort to certainly locate the Steal.“ The 
fire plug at the engine-room door was un- 
covered. Three excavations were made on 
Justine street, between Exchange avenue 
and Forty-second street. A hole was dugin 
the areaway of Swift’s oleo factory and an- 
other in a corner of the west cellar of the 
house. The latest dig—and the clinching one 
of the day—was around the pumpin Darling 
& Co.’s engine-room. It resulted in indis- 
putable evidence of water stealing covering 
a period of years. 


GERMAN SOCIETY WORK DURING AUGUST. 


Aid Given to Seventy-three Persons at an 
Expense of $135. 

At the monthly meeting of the Directors of 
the German Society yesterday Manager Oscar 
Kuehne read the report of the aid given by 
the society during the month of August. Dur- 
ing that time aid was given to seventeen fam- 
ilies with fifty-eight children and to fifteen 
unmarried persons; at an expenditure of 
$135.

OONPERENOE WITH BANKERS MAY 
BE HELD TO RAISE MONEY. 


County Treasurer Will Be Forced to Dis- 
gorge His Holdings of City Cash—If 
the Controller Does Not Make Him Do 
It Other Measures Will Be Taken— 
Municipality Will Not 8e Permitted to 
Get Inte Financial Straits<—Wetherell 
Offers Explanations. 

It is not the intention to allow the city to 
get into such financial straits that it will be 
forced to pay its employés in warrants. If 
the Controller will not take the initiative and 
compel the County Treasurer to comply with 
the law and turn over the city money in his 
possession some other steps will probably be 
resorted to. As it is, the Controller has 
= money to pay the September rolis and 
bills. - 

Steps have already been taken for a confer- 
ence between several prominent local bankers 
and Mayor Swift, Chairman Madden of the 
Finance committee, and Controller Wetherell 
when the Mayor returns. 

It is the understanding the banks will cash 
the warrants as they are needed and the city 
will have the money to pay its bills. 


In relation to the failure to sell the 81,500 


000 of tax levy warrants Controller Wethereil 
said yesterday:

“WOMEN MUST WORK” 


WHAT Is THOUGHT HERE OF THE 
OONNOR HYSTERIA PAPER. 


Some of Chicago's Prominent Men and 
Women Are of the Opinion That the 
Woman Whose Paper in New York 
Made a Sensation Has Struck the “ New 
Woman” Chord a Resounding Twang= 
Emotion Must Be Controlled Before It 
Gets Away from the Hysterical Stage. 


Some women are of the opinion that Mrs. 
Eliza Archard Connor has espoused the 
cause of the rational new woman. In a 
paper read before the Medico-Legal Con- 
gress at New York Thursday afternoon Mra. 
Connor deciared most of woman’s troubles to 
be due to an overindulgencé of her morbid 
and hysterical emotionalism, Some Chicago 
men and women have been asked what they 
think of Mrs, Connor’s address, Their opin- 
ions follow: . 


Mrs. George Plummer—No better argument 
could be advanced in favor of the *—.—— 
woman of today than Mrs. Counor's address va 
the emotionalism of women, That many women 
are nervous and hysterical is partly dus to the 
narrow and routine life which they have, until 
recently. lived. Under the old condition of at- 
fairs a man might drown his troubles in the busy 
round of business, whilea woman would nurse 
her grievances at home. Naturally the woman 
yeas often grow nervously morbid. As it is to- 
day, however, the progressive woman finds ex- 
hilarating diversion from home duties in a par- 
ticipation of movements of the day. 


Emotion Must Be Controlled, 


Miss Jane Addams—The eccentric manifesta- 
tion of woman’s emotionalism, referred to by 
Mrs. Connor, is the result of insufficient expres- 
sion. The emotional nature is valuable, but 
must be properly directed and controlied, net 
suppressed. The social question, for instance, 
cannot be settled by mere thinking, but needs the 
emotional element in tne solution. In individual 
cases, whether in man or woman, if this emotion 
has no outlet it is apt to develop the morbid 
form. The active work of women today over- 
comes the excessive emotional tendencies of 
some woman of yesterday, whose sphere bad such 
narrow boundaries. 

Dr. Sarah Hackett Stevenson—The idea that a 
woman must scare at a mouse or scream at a 
spider is more of a fad than anything. Women 
have grown up with the idea that they must be 
silly in order te be effeminate. They do it under 
the impression that it pleases men, There are 
thousands of hysterical and nervous men. But 
— try to hide it because there is the same pre- 
yailing idea on the other side that it is unmanly. 

In many cases environment has made woman 
i women are born 
to nervous and hysterical conditions is wron 

Give growing girls plenty of exercise and fres 

air and there will be fewer nervous women. 
Girls are started out in life with the wrong idea. 
They are cramped in their clothes and cramped 
in their privileges. They must not romp and 
race for fear of being called a tomboy. And. final- 
ly so much of subjection to conventional laws 
undermines their health and their nerves give 


way. 
What a Man Thinks, 


Dr. Harold N. Moyer—It is a mistaken notion 
t the male is superior to the female, either 
physically or mentally. There are some specific 
instances where this is the case. But there are 
more where the femaleis larger and stronger 
than the male. If the woman of the future de- 
sires to take up the occupations of men. to 
“broaden her life, she will have to train for it 
by following the same sports and pastimes that 
boys do from the cradle up. Otherwise she will 
find a maladjustment to her surroundings. These 
will produce deterioration or the hysterical, 
emotional conditions referred to. | 
Dr. Florence M. Hunt—I think that mother. 
hood is the highest, noblest, and broadest aim of 
woman's life. But it is true that the strain of 
motherhood comes too hard on woman and often 
produces hysterical and nervous conditions. It 
is not so much the bearing of children that breaks 
a woman down, but it is the extra work, worry, 
and care that it brings into their lives. Poor 
women have to work too hard and rich women 
do not have work enough. Itis a sad chronicie, 
too, that there is not the sympathy and perfect 
understanding between husbands and wives that 
there should be. Women ma with their heads 
fuil of delusions about men. a month they 
have found that their rose-colored dream is a 
homely compiacent affair. Their first bitter dis- 
appointinent over they try as best they can to 
keep up the delusion.

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SOHEMES FOR REORGANIZING THE 
ALLEY BLEVATED ROAD. 


A Pian Which Will Convert All Senior Se- 
curities Into Preferred Stock and Leave 
the Property Free from Bonded Debt Is 
Brought Out—Other Reorganization Bug- 
gestions—Stocks: Are Moderately Active 
‘and Fluctuations Within Narrow Limits 

< «Heavy Gold Shipments Today. 

Reorganization plans for the Alley Ele- 
vated road are the most interesting topic of 
conversation in financial circles. It is of 
course a foregone conclusion that the Mitch- 
ell committee will receive requests to formu- 
late a plan from more than a majority of the 
stockholders, and it is expected some plan 
will be forthcoming from that committee 
before the end of this month, There are in- 
dications, too, that it is likely to have inita 
touch of what has come to be known as the 
Mitchell method of financiering, a method 
which is exceedingly conservative and sub- 
stantial, because it leaves the property free 
from any bonded debt whatever. Examples 
of that have been seen in the Mutual Fuel 
Gas, Universal Gas, and the Northwestern 
Elevated companies, and the people like it. 
It is honest, and it leaves in the end securi- 
ties that are of real substantial value. 

A plan that was talked of a good deal yes- 
terday provides for the conversion of both 
the first section and second section bonds 
into 6 per cent preferred stock on a basis to 
be agreed upon, that basis being something 
less. than par value for the bonds in each 
case; then the stock to be assessed $20 a share 
and ‘stockholders to receive 6 per cent pre- 
ferred stock at par for the cash assessment. 
It is argued this plan would give the bond- 
holders all there is in the property, it would 
give the stockholders some security for the 
cash which they put up, an arrangement 
which the bondholders ought not object to, 
and then it would leave the een, — 

ition where the securities would immedi- 
etely assume a stable and substantial value. 

Under that plan the common stock is to be 

nchanged. 

8 — the basis for taking in the bonds 

would be 75 for the first section and 50 for the 

second section, there would be issued then 
$5,625,000 preferred stock to first section 
bondholders, $1,500,000 to second section 
bondholders, and $1,500,000 to stockholders 
in return for a cash assessment of an equal 
amount. That would make the total issue 
$8,625,000. Six per cent on that would make 
fixed charges of $499,500 ahead of the com- 
mon stock, as against $525,000 at present, but 
with the additional advantage of $1,500, 

having been Spent on the road in equipping 
it with electricity and building a line to En- 
glewood. With such improvements it is be- 
lieved that the property would earn $500,000. 

A moditication of that plan which has been 
suggested is to make a new first mortgage 
covering all the property. Foreclose the first 
section bonds and give the bondholders 60 
per cent in these new first mortgage boncs 
and 40 per cent in preferred stock. Convert 
the second section bonds into -preferred 
stock at par, wiping out the second section 
mortgage, and issue $1,500,000 preferred 
stock against a cash assessment on the com- 
mon stock of that amount, 

These various plans all necessitate an ad- 
judication of interests between the first and 
second section bondholders, a proceeding 
likely to be found exceedingly difficult. A 
Plan which avoids that has been suggested. 
It provides for an assessment of $1,500,000 
to be paid by the stockholders, for which the 
stockholders would receive scrip maturing 
in one, two, three, and four years. This 
$1,500,000 would be used as under the other 
plans to improve the earning capacity of the 
road, and in return for this additional se- 
curity and the prospect of increased earning 
power the bondholders would be asked to 
sacrifice their interest coupons for five years 
or possibly the first for four and the second 
for five years. The earning capacity of the 
property would be tmmediately increased 
by the expenditure of the assessment, and in 
the interval, until the bonds began to bear 
interest again, the earnings would be suffi- 
cient to retire the scrip issued against the 
assessment and the property would be left 
in a position to pay full interest on the two 
classes of bonds as they stand today without 
anything but intérest coupons for a limited 
period being sacrificed. 

The first section bondholders are of course 
going to have a great deal to say about any 
reorganization plans. They must be shown 
in the first place that they will be given se- 
curities which will have a greater market 
value than their bonds have at present. 
They must be shown, teo, that they will 
be placed in a position nearly as good as 
they would be in if they exercised the right 

to foreclose. At the present time they ap- 
pear, as a rule, to be violently opposed to 
any scheme for scaling the principal of their 
bonds. They are willing to make some sac- 
rifice in the way of interest. The method 
which would be the most acceptable to them 

would provide for a scaling of interest on a 

graduated ratio. At the present moment 

there is a good deal of financial genius at 
work on the question, and something prom- 
ises to be evolved very soon. 

The stock market was less active yester- 
day, and the changes in quotations were 
few. The firmness of Lake Street is main- 
tained. There is said to be a new bull pool in 
the stock. It would be difficult to see upon 
what they base their operations if the re- 
cent statement of earnings is to be accepted 
as having any bearing on the value of the 
stock. Alley stock was moderately active, 
with nearly all the salesat 8%. A feature of 
the day was the show of some life in the 
bond market. There were sales of Metro- 
politan 5s at 78, Cass Avenue 5s at 909%,

GREATEST FIGHT ABOUT TO coms. 


There May Be Two Sets of Recetvers Ser 
the Northern Pacific, 


Tacoma, Wash., Sept. 6.—The 
fight over the Northern Pacific receivership 
matter is about to come. It will begin 
either Oct. 2 or before and it is considered

The letter from the City Civil Service Com- 
mission printed in yesterday’s paper ought 
to convince every one that its members are 
endeavoring to carry out their important 
work in strict conformity with the letter and 
the spirit of the law. They are not seeking 
to discriminate against any one, but to se- 
cure for the city the services of the best 
qualified men. 

The law under which they act has, as the 
Commissioners say, changed radically the 
system of making appointments to the pub- 
lic service. Formerly the only claims con- 
sidered were those of the individual, and the 
claims generally recognized were those of a 
political nature. An office was given to a 
man because he could command political in- 
fluence. An Alderman or a committeeman 
was his sponsor. From now on the claims 
of the city—the employer—are to be consid- 
ered first. It is to be guaranteed the most 
competent employé it can get for the money 
It is believed that the city has the 
same right and is as much in duty bound to 
exercise care and judgment in the selection 
of its employés as any private or public cor- 
poration is.“ 8 

The law has said there must be an age 

limit. ‘The Commissioners have obeyed it 
by fixing such limit. In the case of police- 
men they have made it 35 years. If that is 
a “discrimination” against the old soldiers 
it is also a discrimination against the much 
larger number of citizens over 35 who did 
not ‘serve during the war. Whatever the 
wishes of the Commissioners may be they 
cannot under the law say that those age 
limits shall not apply to old soldiers, but 
shall to all others. That would be a dis- 
erimination in favor of the latter which the 
Illinois Legislature can make—as the Legis- 
latures of other States have—but which the 
commission cannot. It has to execute 
the law as it finds it. 

The Commissioners say in their letter: 

The ‘* classified service. as contemplated by the 

law, is in the nature of 4 calling or profession. the 
duties of which are to be learned by beginning at 
the bottom and gradually working up from one 
grade to another until the highest positions are 
reached. In establishing the age limit at 45 years 
the commission doés not undertake to say that 
there may not be many persons over that age in 
Chicago who are mentally and physically qualified 
to fill any position in the city civil service. But, 
as examinations are held for entrance to the lower 
grades only, it is believed that a better permanent 
service can be secured by filling those places with 
comparatively young persons, persons who, 
through gradual! promotion, if found worthy, may 
hope in ten, fifteen, or twenty years to reach the 
higher positions of authority and responsibility, 
bringing with them a knowledge gained by experi- 
ence of the duties of every position below them. 

If there were no veterans every one who 
does not believe in the political system of 
management would say unhesitatingly that 
this was a most sensible position and that 
the interests of the city would be best served 
with young men in the lower places and ex- 
perienced, older men in the higher ones, 

Tt is said that suits will be brought to test 
the constitutionality of the age limit. If so 
it should be broadened in its scope. The sex. 
limit should be attacked. That provision 
should also be attacked which discriminates 
against citizens of the United States who are 
not citizens of Illinois, Nothing will be 
gained by taking this law into the courts. If 
it has provisions which do not commend 
themselves to the public the Legislature 
alone can | change them. 


BRUTAL STREET RAILROAD EMPLOYES. 

Yesterday’s Trisune contained an account 
of the sufferings of a woman who was in- 
jured on a West Side cable car and who was 
unfortunate enough to fall into the hands of 
the employés of the claims bureau of that 
road. She was hurt just before the cable 
train went through the tunnel to the South 
Side. Instead of stopping the cars there she 
was taken around the loop and back to the 
company’s office on the West Side. Then 
she was taken from the car against her 
wishes, was carried into the company's 
building, and locked up there. Although 
two of her ribs were broken and shé was 
otherwise injured she was planted in an un- 
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removal. 

Is such conduct as that of the employés of 
the West Side road due to their misguided 
zeal or to the explicit orders of their superior 
ofticers? Have they been directed to pay no 
attention to the claims of humanity until 
they have obtained all the evidegee in 4 
case? Have they been told that they must 
not waste in sending for doctors or husbands 
the precious time which must be devoted to 
hunting up witnesses? Have they been told 
that the locking up of injured people is per- 
missible in order to suppress the fact tha 
an accident has happened? If such orders 


Have not been given the company ought to 


say so emphatically. 

There have been complaints for a long 
time about the behavior of the men who look 
after possible claims against the company. 
There are few offenses against common 
honesty and decency which they have not 
been charged with. Is not it about time for 
their employers to tell them not to be so 
zealous? The pecuniary interests of the cor- 
porations can be looked after without any 
necessity for the commission of such out- 
rages as those described in yesterday's 
TRIBUNE, . 

THE RACE FOR THE CUP. 

The first of a series of races between De- 
fender and Valkyrie for America’s cup will 
take place today. The second will be run 
Tuesday next and the remaining three Sept. 
12, 14, and 17. Both boats have been accu- 
rately measured and have been stripped of 
the last incumbrance. The time allowance 
fixed gives Defender about 29 seconds. The 
measurements show that Valkyrie is the 
larger boat, as it has 88.85 feet load water 
line length, 101.49 feet racing length, and a 
square room of sail area of 114.14, compared 
with Defender’s 88.45 feet load water line 
length, 100.36 feet racing length, and 112.26 
square room of sail area. 

Prior to 1885 there was never any question 
that America’s cup, won in 1851, would be re- 
tained here. Hence the various races did 
not attract widespread national interest. 
It was not until 1885, when Genesta came 
over here flushed with English victories, that 
some apprehension began to be felt, and the 
best American builders were called upon to 
construct a yacht capable of competing with 
it. The result was Puritan, Priscilla, and At- 
lantic, and Puritan was the winner in a gal- 
lantly contested race. From that year to the 
present the whole country has manifested 
an extraordinary interest in the interna- 
tional race. When Lieut. Henn came over 
with Galatea Mr. Burgess was commissioned 
to huild a faster boat than Puritan, and he 
did so. Mayflower was the result, and Gala- 
tea proved no match for it. It was not as 
fast as Genesta, while Mayflower had a 
larger sail area and was faster than Puritan, 
In 1887 Burgess built Volunteer, which was 
larger than either Mayflower or Puritan, and 
outsailed its English competitor, Thistle. 
By this time the English had begun to build 
boats more or less approaching the American 
plan and adapted for American waters. 
Their next boat was Valkyrie II. Vigilant, 
a Herreshoff boat, was its competitor and 
narrowly escaped defeat. Now comes Val- 
kyrie III., still more nearly approaching 
the American design, though it must be said 
that Defender in many respects has been 
constructed on the English plan. The new 
Valkyrie has also been specially built for the 
average September weather in New York 
Bay. It is reputed to be exceptionally fast 
in a light breeze or ina drifting match. De- 
fender has not yet been fairly tested in 
weather of that kind, so that if there should 
be a light wind today the result may remain 
in doubt. On the other hand, if there should 
be a stiff breeze, or even a moderately good 
one, there can be little question Defendcr 
will come in winner in three of the five races 
and keep the cup in New York. The weather 
forecaster has promised a brisk wind of 
from 12 to 18 miles an hour. Every true 
American will help him make good his prom- 
ise by whistling for the breeze. 


THE HYSTERICAL SEX. 

The dreary lucubrations of the medico- 
legal congress, now in session in New York,

| have done for them. The principal responsi- 


bility, however, lies with the doctor. He is 
the one who should find the remedy, for 
morbidness, hysteria, and overemotional- 
ism are as much diseases as measlesſ or 
smallpox. The remedy may be a difficult 
one to find, for the disease is one which 
those who have it thoroughly enjoy, and 
most likely they do not want to be cured 
and would stoutly resist any move in that 


direction. Mrs. Connor thinks the doctors | 


should teach hysterical and maudlin women 
broader views of life; that they should en- 
courage womanliness and discourage hys- 
terics.

THE SUGAR BOUNTY CLAIMS. 

The Controller of the Treasury has de- 
elded that the act of the last Congress ap- 
propriating $5,200,000 to pay certain sugar 
bounty claims is unconstitutional, and he 
will not approve of their payment. He di- 
recta that the case be sent to the Court of 
Claims for it to meditate on and say what i 
thinks the government ought to do. | 

Although the Controller is a subordinate 
officer, his decision cannot be reversed by 
the Secretary of the Treasury or by the 
President except by dismissing him and ap- 
pointing in his place some one who will de- 
cide the other way. But there is no likell- 
hood of that being done in this case. The 
probabilities are that the Secretary and the 
President are satisfied with this decision, 
and that the Controller knew they would be. 
Otherwise he might not have been so ready 
to set himself up against Congress when 
so large an amount of money was involved. 

It is because the appropriation is so large 
that the Secretary of the Treasury is quite 
willing that its payment should be postponed. 
Had the Controller passed these claims 
the deficit for the present fiscal year would 
be over five millions greater than it is going 
to be. And it.is quite possible also that the 
Secretary shares the belief of the Controller 
that bounties are unconstitutional. A great 
many are of that opinion, although the Su- 
preme Court has not said so yet. 

This action on the part of a Democratic 
Controller, who is upheld by a Democratic 
Secretary and President, will come rather 
hard on the Democratic sugar planters of 
Louisiana, who expected to receive most of 
the $5,200,000 appropriated by Congress. 
Perhaps they will threaten to vote the Re- 
publican ticket next year. But such threats 
have been made before and never amounted 
to anything. When it came to the pinch they 
voted the Democratic ticket, as usual. 
Since it is not likely that anything will be 
done for them while Mr. Cleveland is Presi- 
dent they ‘might as well amuse themselves 
for a year or so in the Court of Claims, as 
the Controller suggests.

A rapid writer, working apparently with- 
out method, a week is usually the period 
she allows herself in which to complete a 
shilling novel, while for a three-volume story 
a volume a month is the average time de- 
voted to it. That, however, was before her 
marriage, when her time, comparatively 
speaking, was her own to devote to litera- 
ture. Nowadays a studious husband and a 
bright little 5-year-old son dispute their 
claims with Ifterature, while his uncles and 
aunts also think they have some right to 
part, at least, of her time. 

Marriage has not made this gifted author- 
ess more methodical, for she still jots down 
notes on small scraps of paper, leaving. them 
just where she made them.

Fortunately, however, she has only 
once ever gone so far as to lose part of a com- 
pleted novel. This happened in the case of 
“A Man of Today,“ published last year, the 
first part of which, in consequence of being 
lost in a hansom, had to be rewritten. This 
taking both time and trouble—for it dealt 
so largely with the study of hypnotism that 
she could not write it at her usual rapid rate 
—the story was not completed before the 
subject was talked to death, and the need of 
the novel no longer felt. ; 

Nor is it only in guiding the pen that her 
clever fingers are so nimble, the lovely 
needlework with which her rooms are 
adorned being all her own handiwork. Little 
time, then, as one can easily imagine, is left 
her to spend at the desk; but no matter how 
long or short the stories then completed, she 
writes in the happy consciousness that noth- 
ing from her pen has ever been rejected. 
Rapidly scribbling the stories which in their 
easy flow seem almost to write themselves,

brain makes her writing such that only after 
they have been clearly typewritten is it pos- 
sible for the printer.to take them in hand. 

Her short stories she never reads through 
after once they are written until proofs are 
sent her for correction, so little alteration 
do they require. Friend or foe, intimate 
friend or casual acquaintance, every one 
she meets, is put into her books; perhaps 
this is how; while sustaining the terest of 
her books from Chapter One” to The

en as writers, sculptors, or artists have never 
been able to meet man on his own d, 
and that they will revolutionize him with 
their advanced ideas is all nonsense. Men 
will sin and women forgive until the end of 
the world, she says, and it is woman’s place 
to make home pleasant for man, not to enter 
into rivalry with him. 

Passing through her study on the way to 
the hall door, the pretty writing-desk stand- 
ing by the window of the tapestry-hung 
room gives one the tmpression that little in- 
deed is it used. But lift the cover and an- 
other tale is told, for instantly it betrays the 
confusion of notes, pens, and paper which 
surround this clever novelist when at work.

CUSTOM-HOUSE BREMOVAL Nor LIKED. 


Importers Protest Against the Change and 
Give Their Reasons. 

Considerable complaint is being made by 
Chicago importers on roposed removal 
of the Custom-House to the Appraiser’s ware- 
house at Harrison and Sherman streets. The 
removal has been recommended by Special 
Agent J. J. Crowley and the heads of the fed- 
eral departments in this city. A protest from 
the united brokers was, they say, ignored. 

Kenneth Barnhardt, in charge of the im- 
porting department of Marshall Field & Co., 
speaking of the removal yesterday said: We 
have to pay large sums of money to the Col- 
lector. Certain kinds of money must be paid, 
and no ‘checks are received. We take tiie 
cash, The warehouse is in a bad location, 
and the way to it is through what is known as 
the tough district of Chicago. 

„% We have represented such conditions to 
the Treasury Department. I presume there 
is nothing importers can do except submit to 
the inconvenience of the warehouse location 
and secure an order of change when Congress 
assem bles.” 

Chaties Crain, chief of the local treasury 
agents. said: I recommended the removal 
to the Appraiser’s warehouse, Personally 
I would —— an up-town office. But in this 
case we were confronted by a peculiar condi- 
tion. The issue presented to us was whether 
we should recommend the renting of quarters, 
or recommend the use of quarters owned by 
the government.

OCEANS OF PEACHES IN THIS MARKET. 


Receipts of Chicago Dealers Unprecedented 
and Prices Are Good. 
Never in the history of Chicago asa fruit 


market have receipts of peaches from Michi. 


gan equaled those of the last few days. The 
receipts by lake and rail Thursday were 175, 
000 baskets, each hoiding one-fifth of a 
bushel. Receipts yesterday were over 140, 
000 baskets. The Chicago market has been 
the dumping ground for oceans of peaches 
this year, and yet it has found no special diffi- 
culty in disposing of the fruit to fair advan- 
tage. 

In former years it was accepted as a fact 
that from 75,000 to 100,000 baskets a day 
would completely swatnp the market, but the 


facilities now are sufficient for receiving and 


distributing twice that quantity. The peaches 
received are being sent to points all the way 
from Winnipeg to Montreal. 

When the trade first-began to see in sight 
over 100,000 baskets a day there.was talk of 
a glutted market, but Sioux City, Fargo, 
Muscatine, Bloomington, Peoria, and hun- 
dreds of smaller cities have been taking car- 
lots, while the larger cities, like Kansas City, 


St. Louis, St. Paul, and Minneapolis, have 


drawn upon this market for train loads, Even 
the smaller towns around St. Paul, Minneap- 
olis, and Milwaukee, which usually purchase 
— from those points, have been buying 
irectly from Chicago merchants this year. 

The Chicago Great Western opened a fast 
freight refrigerator service a short — ago 
and the other lines have been compelled to 
meet it. This has given Chicago uuprece- 
dented facilities for disbursing the fruit. The 
fast trains leave the city about 4a. m. and 
make nearly as good time as the express 
senger trains. Trade has been develo at

railways have also opened up special 
doors for the receipt of peaches at the freight 
houses so that the loss and delay incident to 
waiting for the unloading of other freight 
with, in former years have been done away 

t 

Itis on account of the improved methods 
of transit that South Water street merchants 
have been able to handle the heaviest receipts 
of peaches ever known without any materiai 
— in prices and practically no spoiled 

ruit. 

The quality of the truit this year has been 
well adapted to shipping, and while the size 
of the peaches has been in the main inferior, 
the proceeds to the grower are averaging 60 
cents a bushel net. 

One reason for the good prices secured for 
2 2 — in spite of its plentifulness, lies in 

my oved methods of gathering and pack- 
— in Michigan. The peaches are sorted by 
machinery when taken from the trees, and the 
rowers have learned that it pays to have uni- 
orm sizes of peaches in tne baskets. 
Wholesale prices for fuir to good quality of 
peaches yesterday were from 13 to 15 cents a 
one-fifth bushel basket, 16 to 18 cents for 
choice, and 18 to 20 cents for selects. These 
prices compare favorably with those of a 
year ago from a selier’s standpoint. — 

The staple varieties now coming in are the 
Crawfords, Oid Nixens, Barnards, and Yel- 
low Arabs, the last n being rather in- 
ferior. Some new varieties, like the Lemon 
Clings and John’s Best, have appeared, 

The fruit is comi mainly from Douglas, 
Saugatuck, Gienn, Ganges, South Haven, and 
the Ocean County region. This county lies 
north of the old peach belt and is fast com- 
ing into greater prominence,

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INSURANCE AFFAIRS. 


There will be no general increase in fire insur- 
ance premium rates in the State of Iowa, as has 
been stated in the papers of that State. Recently 
the papers in Iowa have been telling of the in- 
crease in rates which would be made in the State 
as a result of the Iowa alliance and have been de- 
nouncing the companies interested in it as being 
members of an insurance trust. In reality there 
is to be no general increase, though there will be 
a general readjustment of rates, which will make 
insurance cost some of the assured more than it did 
under the old system which is now superseded, 
but will decrease the cost to others. 

“The people of Iowa seem to have received 
wrong notions of the intention of the alliance.“ 
said the manager of one of the companies which 
was prominent in its formation. ‘‘ There is not now 
nor has there been any thought of raising premi- 
ums above what they are now. There has been 
money lost in the State, but it has been because of 
bad risks and bad practices, and not on account 
of insufficient rates. There were certain discrep- 
ancies in the rates as made and it is part of the 
purpose of the alliance to correct these wherever 
found. In the main the alliance was formed to 
put a stop to the paying of excess commissions 
anc in that it has accomplished its purpose. This 
is a matter in which the assured, has no specific 
interest, as the commission question is one which 
does not affect premiums, though it makes a con- 
siderable difference in the profits of the companies 
Writing.“ 

In Dubuque, where it was reported there would 
be considerable increases made, there have been 
but two increases of any moment in premiums de- 
manded. Both of these heve been on lumber 
yards which have proven bad risks in the past. 
Something over a year ago two of the big lumber 
yards were destroyed and the profits of the com- 
panies for the last five years were swept away. 
These risks, along with all other risks of like char- 
acter, have been increased. This does not apply 
to Dubuque alone or to the State of Iowa. Lum- 
ber. has come to be looked upon as a bad risk in 
the entire lumber district of the Northwest. The 
stocks of lumber are said to be greatly in excess 
of the trade demand, and as a consequence the 
moral hazard has increased considerably. In fact, 
some of the companies have put lumber on the pro- 
hibited list and they refuse to write it under any 
circumstances. 

The work of the alliance in rerating towns and 
in rating those towns where rates have never been 
made is progressing. David Beveridge, who is 
“the alliance rating manager, is pushing the work 
as rapidly as possible. Thirteen inspectors are 
now in the field, and they are getting through the 
work as rapidly as it can be done and done well. 
The number of towns which have been rated is 
now in excess of 200, and tariffs have been fur- 
nished to 118. The number of rates made and re- 
visions asked for by agents numbered 2,551 three 
weeks ago, and it will now probably exceed 3,000. 
The various companies in the alliance have nearly 
all complied. with the request of the Chairman of 
the alliance and have instructed their special 
agents to aid in the work of the inspectors where- 
ever possible. Before the close of the year the rat- 
ing of the State will be entirely completed, accord- 
ing to the present outlook.

The changes which have been made in the man- 
agement.-of the Manchester Fire Insurance com- 
pany did not affect the general agent of the com- 
pany. It has been stated that the coming of John 
Glen to take the place of assistant United States 
manager had resuited in C. B. French becoming 
general agent.

John Shepherd, the gen- 
eral agent of the company in the United States 
branch in Chicago, will continue in that position.

The surplus of sev- 
eral of the companies has been reduced, and com- 
ing on top of that there has been such a decided 
increase in the value of plate glass that the compa- 
nies will find it an expensive undertaking to re- 
place broken glass.
